S E C t. I. 

Some mijiaien Notions concerning the j^ntiqui- 
ty ^Holy Ghoft Chapel^ near Bafingftoke 
i» Hamplhire, rellifiedi with an jTccoune, 
of a Religious Houfi at Bafingftoke, founded 
ij King Henry III. 

THE Brotherhood or Guild of the Hofy 
Ghofty and the Chapel dedicated to tfe 
Holy Ghoft ^ near the Town of Bajingftoke^ 
in the County of Soutban^ton^ and Dio- 
tfsk of fFinche/ierj are not fo ancient, as they ace 

B coznitipohlyv 
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commonly fuppofed to be. The Tradition, that 
leVen Saxon Kings have been at worfhip. iii thi% 
Chapel at one Time, is without Foundation. And 
the traditionary Accounts. likewife of Pilgrimages 
made to this Place are equally ill grounded : The 
Chapel of the Holy Ghoft near Bajmgftoke having 
been built fo late as the Reign of King Henry VIIL 
viz. the Reign ^^herein the Reformation began. * 

JVINCHESTER. had PiAops in the Time 
of the Saxon Hejptarchy ; and as the Site o( Hofy 
Gboft Chapel has been an ancient Burying-Pkce, 
'tis not impoflible, but that there might have been 
a Place or publick Worfhip there, before the 
building of that Chapel. But I have met with no 
Account of any luch Thing. 

There was indeed a Religious Houfe at Sa- 
Jingftoke^ of much greater Antiquity than Hohf 
Ghoft Chapel. This Houfe was founded by King 
Henry in, fome Time before the Year 1268. '£ 
was called an Hofpital for the Maintenance of tKe 
Minifters of the Altar of Chrift^ and was built and 
endowed for the Support of Clerks who were 
grown weak and infirm ; and confcquently pafl: 
difcharging the Offices of their Fundtion. The 
great Number of Perfons then in Holy Orders; 
made Provifions of this Kind^ at that Time, ne- 
ceffary. The Members of this tioufe were caird 
Brethren of the Hofpital; over whom a finglc 
Perfon prefidcd as their Head or Governor. They 
had a Chantry or Chapel wherein divine Service 
.was celebrated, which was exempt from Epifcopal 
Jurifdiftion. The followng Inhibition of .the 
Royal Founder to the Official of Winfon\ relating 
to the Af&ir laft mentiohcd, will give fome Satis- 
f ^ftion to the Curious.

able for Generofity and Ads 
of Charity. ** He coyer'di 
'* the Choir, Prefbytery, 
" ^d Ifles of. bis Cathe- 
** dral^ with a fair Vault 
** of Stone, cm which 
** Ivs Arms are cut in fc- 
*^ veral Places, and new* 
*• gla^M the Windows. 
" He l)uilt Corpus Chrijit 
*' College in Oxford,^ and 
** endowed 
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cheftery in the former Part of the Reign ofHenry^ 
Vnl, obtained the King*s Licence to found a 
Free-Chapel at Bajingftoke in Hampjhirej and there-r 
in to ereft and efltablifh a Guild j who, in purfu- 
ance of the Ppwer to them given by hisM^efty'? 
licence, built a Chapel near the Town oimjing- 
ftpkcy and dedicated it to the Holy Gboft. And 
eftablifliM therein a Guild, by the Name of Tbe^ 
Brotherhood or Guild of the Holy Ghost, which 
was by a perpetual Succeflion to continue for ever. 
To the Brotherhood or Guild an Eftate was given 
to maintain a Prieft to perform divine Offices in 
the Chapel, and therein ukewife to inftruft Youtlx 
in Literature. 

This Foundation, tho' intended to be perpetual,, 
was yet but of Ihort continuance : For the leffer 
Monafteries and Religious Houfes having been 
diffolved by Stat. 27 Hen. VIII. cap. 28, and the 
Crown in poffeffion of the Eftates and Revenues 
of moft of the greater Monafteries by virtue of 
Stat. 31 //(p». VIII. cap. 13, thofewho had found- 
ed Chantries, Free-Chapels, &?r. expefting that 
thefc would foon undergo the fame Fate, began 
to enter upon, and to take Poffeffion of the Eftates 
given to them : And others, who had no fuch 
Title, got intQ their Hands Eftates given to Re- 
ligious Ufes, by Grants and Conveyances made 
by thofe that were in poffeffion. This occafioned 
a Bill to be brought into Parliament, which paf. 
fed into a Law, and is to the following Effeft :

The Fraternity or Guild of the Holy Ghcfiy 
within the Chapel of the Holy Ghojly near Bqfing^ 
jioke in HantSy efcaped Diffolution at this Time ^ 
tho' it feems to have been within the Meaning of 
this A6t (for if it was omitted in the original or 
firft Certificate of Beneficesand fpiritual Promotions 
made in the Exchequer by the Commiffioners ; yet 
by 32 Hen.

But upon a Pttitioii from the Inhabitants* 
of die Town of Bqfingftoke to their Majcfties king 
Fbilipsaid Queen Mdryj and at the Re- 
queft and Intcrceffion of Cardinal Poole^ '^^ • 

Legate 
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Legate de Latere of Pope Julius III, and Arch-i 
bilhop of Canterbury^ their Majefties, by Let^ 
ters Patents of the third and fourth Year of their 
Rergn, cftablifti'd again a Brotherhood or Guild 
to the Praife and Honour of the Hofy Ghoftj which 
was to contmue for ever, and be c^ed the Bror 
therhood of the Hofy Ghoft within the Chapel 
of the Hofy Ghoftj near the Town of Bajing^okey 
in the County of Southampton. By the fame 
Letters Patents, a Body corporate and politick 
is conftituted by the Name of the Alderman^ 
Wardens, and Brethren, and Sifters of the Fra- 
ternity or Guild of the Rofy Ghofi^ within the Cha- 
pel of the Holy Ghoft near Baftngftoke in Hants^ to 
continue for ever by a perpetual Succeflion. The 
Alderman and two Wardens were annual Officers, 
chofen every Year out of the Brotherhood^ and . 
were removeable at Pleafure. This Body corpo- 
rate confifted of an uncertain and indeterminate 
Number of Members, and that of either Men o^* 
Women : For Women, as well as Men, were ca- 
pable of being of this Society : And the Alderman 
and Wardens of the Fraternity for the Time be- 
ing, had Power to admit as many Perfons of ei- 
ther Sex, as were willing, and they approved ofj^ 
into their Community. The Bufinef3 of the Fra- 
ternity was to be tranfafted under ^ Common Seal, 
which they, are authorized to keep a;nd ufe : And 
the Alderman and Wardens of tne Brotherhood, 
for the Time being, are declared capable in Law 
to hold L^nds, 6fr. and to fue and be fued in any 
Court of Law : Who, together with the Brethren 
of the Fraternity, might hold Meetings, and make, 
according to their Difcretion, fuch Jlulesand Sta- 
-tutes, (confiftent with the Laws of England) as 
were neceflary for the better ordering and Govemr 
tnent of their Fraternity or Guild, and of the Bre-s 
thrcn and Sifters thereof, and their Succeflbrs.

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To this Guild of the flip^ Gbtfiy their iMajefliei. 
granted an Eftate in Lands and Etoufes,. (viz. the 
lame tkat did belong to the former Guild of that 
Name at Bajingfioke) for the Maintenance of a

Ghoft nczr Baftngftoke^ being given for the Main- 
tenance of a Prieft, pro JDivinarum celebrationcj &? 
pro InfiruSlione (^ InftitUtibne Jwoenum 6? Puero- 
rum\ *twas looked upon as not given to fuperfti- 
tioiis Ufes ; and therefore remain*d untouched in 
the following Reigns, But in the Time of the 
late Ciiiil War (when othei? Church-Lands were 
' feiz^d 
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feizM updn) this Eftate was again alienated i and 
the Chapel and School fhut up for many Years : 
^Till m the Year 1 670* by the Care of the Right 
Reverend George Morley^ D. D. Bifliop of fyin- 
cbeftefj the Eftate wasreftotcd to it again. 

Ip by Frymks or Holy Ghoft Farm^ in the firft 
Article of the Grant, fomething is meant diffe- 
rent from what is giren in the following Articles, 
the Endowment was large : But perhaps thofc 
Words nuy be intended only as a general Defcrip- 
tion of what is, more particularly, defcribed in the 
following Articles. However it is certain, that 
one hundred and five Acre? of Land were granted 
by the Crown, befide the two Houfes and Gar- 
dens in Buftngftoke^ one in iforthbrook-Street^ the 
other in Qfopel-Street^ and the Bam and Horfe*- 
Mill in JVote-Strtei. 

Thsre are now Lands in the Parifli of 5^- 
^ngftoke (tho* the Guild has long been extinft) 
which arc acknowledged to be the Eftate of Hofy 
Gbo/t Chapel i but whether {0 great a Quantity 
of Land as Mt hundred and five Acres can, at 
this Time, be found, t cannot fey. The Met 
fuageor Tenement callM Harriard's in Noribbrook^ 
Streit does ftill belong to the Chapel ; but is in fo 
ruinous a Condition, that it cannot ftand long be- 
fore it muft be rebuilt. The Meffuage or Tene- 
ment call'd5;^V^'sj mdapei'Streit^ otTbeWhiti 
fTi^y is the Houfe wherein the Minifter of the 
Chapel (as I have been told) hath formerly lived. 
The Hcufe, with the Oflkcs, is near fixty Feet 
in Front: But it is fo far out of Repair, that it is 
untenantable ; one Part of the Houfe is indeed in- 
habited by a poor M^iwith his Family, but the* 
other is made u(e of by a Malfter, to keep Wood 
In. The Bam and Horfe-Mill in Wote-Sireet arc:

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in a like bad Condition* Hence It appears, how 
neceflary it is for Patrons not to permit Intruders 
to enjoy any of their Benefices, even of the fmall- 
eft Vahie ; it being for their Intereft to let Things 
go to Ruin, and to diminifh the Profits, that it 
may not be worth while to give them any Diftur- 
bance. 

The Chapel built by my Lord Sondes j and de- 
dicated to the Hohf Gboft^ (whether moft to be 
admired for the Beauty of the Strudhire, or the 
Pleafanmefs of its Situation, 'tis not eafy to deter- 
mine) was fituated on a Hill near the Town of 
Bafingftoke in Hants. The Outlide of it was of * 
Free-Stone curioufly ornamented ; neither was the 
Infide lefs beautiful. ** Upon the Roof of it (as 
^ we are told by Mr. Camaen) the Hiftory of die 
•* Prophets, Apoftles, and Difciples ot Chrifi^ 
** was very artificially defcribed." Mr. Camden*^ 
own Words are more full than the Tranllation z 
** Sacellum ferputchrum . . . Spiritui San£lo 
** facratum. In cujus laquearibus Hiftoria facta

This Chapel (through negleft of the Repairs*) 
is now in Ruins. Part of the Eaftem and South 
Wall only remains flanding, and an Hexagonal 
Turret to the South- Weft, almoft entire, which 
' was formerly a Stair-Cafe. My Lord SandeSy the 
Founder, is faid f to have been buried in this 
Chapel 5 if there was ever any Monument erefted

Westward of, and adjoining to the Ruins 
of the Chapel ftands a Building, (tho* in but in- 
different Repair) confifting of one large regular 
Room about forty Feet in Length, and twenty- 
four in Breadth. This is the only Chapel and 
School-Room, that of late Years has been made 
ufe of. Since its firft Endowment Holy Gbofi 
Chapel has had feveral Benefactors, the moft con- 
fiderable of whom were Sir James Deane^ Knt.

SECT. iir. 

Of the Patronage of the Chapel of the Holy 
Ghoft, near Bafingftoke in Hampfhire. 

IT may be made a Queftion, whether the Pa- 
tronage, or Right of nominating the Prelbyter 
to perform Divine Service, 6fr. in Holy Gbofi 
Chapel near Bafingftoke j did not belong to the 
Crown, even when the Brotherhood or Guild of 
the Holy Ghoft exifted : There being no exprefs 
Words in the Charter, or Letters Patents, grant- 
ed Anno 3 6? 4 Phil fsf Mar. whereby a Right 
of Nomination is conveyM to them ; except fuch 
Power is given them by thefe Words : Ed Inten- 
tione [dedimus & conccflimus] quod^ cum Reven- 
tionibus eorundem Mejfuagiorum^ Terrarum 6? Pof- 
fejfionum^ £5? caterorum Pr^emijforumy Aldermannus 
^ Gardiani diHa Fratemitatts^ pro tempore exiften- 
tesy imperpetvtum invenient unum idoneum Prejbyte- 
rum, tarn pro Dhinarum Celebratione in Capelld 
fr^diSidj quam pro lnftru£lione £ff Inftitutione Juve- 
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num 6f Puerorum VilU pradiEla. ** We have 
*' given and granted them with that Intent, that, 
« with the Rents and Iffues of the fame Mef- 
«* fuages. Lands, and PoflefSons, and other the 
*« Premifles, the Alderman, and Wardens of the 
<' Fraternity of the Holy Ghofi for the Time be- 
" ing, fhall for eycr^find [/• e. maintain] a fit- 
*' ting Prieft, as well for the Celebration of Di- 
^ vine-Service in the Chapel of the Holy Ghoft^ 
*^ as for the Inftruftion and Inftitution of Young- 
" men and Boys, £5?^.'* Thefe Words feem 
rather to imply and direft, that the Produce of the 
Eftate ftiould be appIyM towards the Maintenance 
and Support of the Prieft, than to relate to the 
Nomination of him. Which Senfe of the Words- 
is confirmed by the Provifo that follows :

But however as the Officers of the Guild did 
let the Eftate^ and received the Rents for the Ufe 
of their Chaplain, fo it is not unlikely, but that 
they might appoint him, when a Vacancy hap- 
pened. But when this Gyild was extinft-f, the

Fraternity of the Hfly Gb^ 
ccafed to e^qft : An they 
Were accountably ror the 
whole Produce of the E- 
•ftate, and nothing allowed 
to defray tlie Expence of 
their Meetings, they neg- 
lefted to chufe annual Of- 
ficers and new Members, 
and fo the Guild was gra- 
dually extinft. It is how- 
ever certain, that there is 
no fuch Body corporate now 
in being, neither has there 
been for many Years. 

It is conjedhired (and 
not unreafonably) that, as 
the Perfons whereof the 
Guild confided in the Reign 
of Qiiecn Mfiry were Pa- 



pifts, tjiere were no new 
Members admitted after her 
Death : For the Fratemidr^ 
fccm's to have been extinft 
before the End of the Reign 
of Queen Elizabeth^ or at 
fartheft in the Spinning of 
the Reign of King Jams I. 
Becaufe Sir yames Deane 
would fcarcdy, byhisWiH 
m the Year 1607, have 
pretended to give the Patro- 
nage of Holy Ghojl Chapel 
to Trufteies of his own Ap- 
pointment, if there had 
been, then in being, a Bo- 
dy Corporate, whereunto 
it did belong. Vidi Av- 
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Some Time after this, the Eftate was aKena-. 
ted, and the Chapel and School (hut up for many 
Years, as is above related. After the Reftitution 
of the Eftate, by the Care of Bilhop Morl^ in 
the Year 1670, one Poecoek (if I am not mifin- 
formed) officiated for a little while. But the latc^ 
Inaimbent, the Reverend Mr. John JameSy was 
in poffeffion in the Beginning of the: Year 1^73,* 
who had never (as I can find) any Nomination or 
Grant of it fix)m the Crown, but held it by fuch' 
Title as the Corporation of the Town of Bqfing- 
ftoke could give him to it. Vid. Appen. Num. IV. 
But knowing himfelf liable to be difpoffeffedt 
Things were fuffered to run ftrangely to ruin. 

S I N c E ihe Acceflion of his prefent Majeftv to 
Vhe Throne, a Petition was prefented to his Ma- 
jqfly in Council, wherein the Petitioners pray*d to 
be made Trufteea and Patrons of Holx Gboft Cha- 
pel, and the School therein kept : But as no new 
Charter or Grant was at that Time made. Things-
